May Take Own Lives 


REVAL, Esthonia, Oct. 24.— 
(CP)—A presidential decree was 
issued today making it possible in 
future for persons condemned to 
death in Esthonia to commit sui- 
cide by poison rather than wait to 
be hanged. 

The decree provides that one hour 
before the scheduled’ execution, a 
condemned person will be transport- 
ed to the death cell, where the 
state prosecutor will read the death 
sentence. He will ask whether the 
doomed person is willing to commit 
suicide by poison. 

If the reply is “‘yes,” the prose- 
cutor will order the hangman to 
hand the condemned prisoner the 
| poison—of a kind prescribed by the 
| national board of health—and if the 
prisoner fails to take it within five 


| minutes, he will be hanged.

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South Pictured as Ideal Location 


For Production 


of Clay Products 


The relocafion of whiteware prod- 
ucts plants in the south was described 
Wednesday as an economically sound 
proposition by Dr. A. V. Henry, head 
of the Georgia Tech ceramics depart- 
ment, who said the advantages offer- 
ed by this section included raw ma- 
terials, fuel and labor supply. 

Commenting on a TVA announce- 
ment at Norris, Tenn., that a labora- 
tory was being built to experiment 
with electricity as a fuel for making 
clay products, Dr. Henry said this 
use of electricity “may be of impor- 
tance to the south.” 

The south, he said, offers excellent 
possibilities for the manufacture of 
whitewares, which embrace tableware, 
electrical porcelain, sanitary ware, 
pottery and floor tile. 


“Conditions during the past few 
years,”” Dr. Henry said, “have caused 
a number of factories in the central- 
ized whiteware areas of the country 
to become dormant and practically 
obsolete. With the awakening of 
business, these industries are reorgan- 
izing. The relocation of some of these 
plants in the south is economically 
sound.” 


The south, he said, can start right 
in on the ground floor with no obso- 
lete equipment to throw away. 

Saying that Georgia led the nation 
in deposits of kaolin, used - in the 
manufacturing of writing paper, Dr. 
Henry added that production of the 
kaolin, or white clay, might be used 
in newsprint if that industry were 
present in the south. The white clay 
gives body to writing paper and al- 
lows it to hold ink. It also is used in 
making pottery, tableware, porcelain 
and sanitary ware. 

The southeast, Dr. Henry  con- 
tinued, can use natural gas, fuel oil 
and coal in the manufacture of clay 


roducts. He said natural gas can 

bought in Georgia for half what 
it costs in Ohio, a ceramics center. 

The manufacture of fire bricks is 
due to be one of the southeast’s most 
important industries, Dr. Henry said, 
This section already has several such 
plants and the Tech faculty member | 
believes there should be at least one | 
representative plant of all types of | 
ceramics. The south already is well | 
supplied with brick, sewer pipe and 
Portland cement factories, as well as 
plants for making structural, floor 
and roofing tile.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
address tonight before the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association? 

I am glad to be here tonight at 
your invitation to speak to you in- 
formally about some of our common 
problems. As many of you know by 
personal experience, it is not a new 
thing for me to talk with bankers. I 
have been seeing many of your num- 
ber almost daily during the past year 
and a half, and let me make it quite 
clear that in these meetings I have 
not done all the talking. 

I have been a good listener and I 
have asked many questions, I have 
found there is the striking lack of 
unanimity of opinion among bank- 
ers that characterizes many other 
groups in the country. It has been 
my purpose to seek out underlying 
agreement in the opinions that bank- 
ers have expressed. 

A true function of the head of the 
government of the United States is 
to find among many discordant ele- 
ments that unity of purpose that is 
best for the nation as a whole.

Consequently, the old fallacious no- 
tion of the bankers on the one side 
and the government on the other as 
more or less equal and independent 
units has passed away. Government 
by the necessity of things must be 
the leader, must be the judge of the 
conflicting interests of all groups in 
the community, including bankers. 
The government is the outward ex- 
pression of the common life of all 
citizens, 

What is a bank and what are its 
relations with the people? Why do 
the people through their government 
supervise banks? The people put 
their money into banks. They do 
this in order to protect it and in 
some cases to have it earn a small 
income. It costs money to provide 
this service and, therefore, the banks 
are permitted to invest these depos- 
its in order to pay their expenses and 
to provide a reasonable profit to 
their stockhodlders. The public has no 
means of knowing whether the bank 
is making safe investments so _ it 
turns to its government to supervise 
the bank. Government has accepted 
this responsibility. 


In its relation with bankers, the 
purpose of government should be 
threefold, First, to promote the con- 
fidence of the people in banks and 
banking in view of the 
service that banks and banking may 
perform for the people as a whole. 
Second, to make this confidence a 
real and living thing by assisting 
banks to render themselves useful and 
worthy of this confidence through 
wise supervision. A third purpose 
now offers itself, and I wish with 
all earnestness to press this point 
tonight. 

‘ONFIDENCE 

IME NEED. 

Government should assert its lead- 
ership in encouraging not only the 
confidence of the people in banks, but 
the confidence of the banks in the 
people. In March, 1933, I asked the 
people of this country to renew their 
confidence in banks: They took me 
at my word. Tonight I ask the bank- 
ers of this country to renew their 
confidence in the people of this coun- 
try. I hope you will take me at my 
word, 

I need not recount the situation of

I find almost general agreement 
among bankers that these agencies 
must continue until such time as the 
banks and other. private’ credit 
agencies are themselves able and 
ready to take over these lending 
functions; and when that time comes, 
I shall be only too glad to curtail 
the activities of these public agencies 
in proportion to the taking up of 
the slack by the privately-owned 
agencies, 

I venture to suggest to you that 
when the history of these years 
comes to be wriven, while the clos- 
ing and the reopening of the banks | 
will occupy a prominent place, even 
greater interest will be centered in 
the fact that within a few months 
not only was the banking structure 
strengthened but the great govern- 
mental lending agencies went into ac- 
tion and also saved from disastrous 
deflation, liquidation and loss a vast 
portion of the farms, homes, _rail- 
roads and corporations of the nation. 
This definitely rescued the security 
and happiness of all of us. 

Just as it is to be expected that 
the banks will resume their respon- 
sibility and take up the burden that 
the government has assumed through 
its credit agencies, so I assume anid 
expect that private business general- 
ly will be financed by the great 
credit resosrces which the present 
liquidity of banks makes possible. 
Our traditional system has been built 
upon this principle and the-recovery 
of our economic life should be accom- 
plished through the assumption of 
this responsibility. 


BUYING DEMANDS 
AN ASSURANCE. 
The present steady and unmistak- 
able revival of public demand for 
good and services should provide the 
assurance necessary to the financing 
of industrial life. The government is 
bending every effort through the 
treasury, the federal reserve system, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, the securities and exchange com- 
mission and the federal housing ad- 
ministration to facilitate and en- 
courage the revival of private invest- 
ment. 1 commend the objectives of 
the housing administration to your 
immediate consideration, but at the 
same time I ask you to note that 
all of these new agencies are seek- 
ing consultation and co-operation 
with you bankers. 
While there lies 


before us still the 
necessity for large expenditures for 
the relief of unemployment, I think 
we should all proceed in the expecta- 
tion that the revival of business ac- 
tivity will steadily reduce this bur- 
den. 

I am grateful to know of the ex- 
pression of belief, public and private, 
of your members that the speed that 
we shall make toward this objective 
is something that no one has the 
wisdom or the hardihood to estimate. | 
This recognition reflects a growing: 
appreciation of the problems resting) 
upon a responsible chief executive. |

‘to keep people alive and waiting for 
something to turn up. Public works 
‘provide a wide distribution of employ- 
ment at fair wages; start the wheels 
of industry going, and give us some- 
value for the money we 
spend, thereby adding to the perma- 
nent wealth of the country. 

At the present time, for instance, 
we are employing 13,000 men on im-

Southern Pine Newsprint Answer 
To Price Rise Threat, Says Herty 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 24.—(4)— 
Dr. Charles H. Herty today warned 
newsprint manufacturers that the 
south was ready to put out five times 
as much paper as is now annually 
consumed in the world at a great 
reduction in prices and with a tensile 
strength many times’ greater than 
now required by the most modern 
newspaper press. 

Dr. Herty, who has been experi- 
menting with Georgia pine for sev- 
eral years, said his research work was 
complete and “simple economics is 
going to settle this matter eventu- 
ally.” 

Several southern daily papers and 
numerous weeklies have run off spe- 
cial editions on newsprint from south- 
ern pine and found it satisfactory. 

Dr. Herty’s statement today was 
in connection with the action 
of Premier Tascherau, of Quebec, and 
Premier Mitchell Hepburn, of Onta- 
rio, in declaring that as an economic 
necessity Canadian mills, from which 
much of the American supply comes, 
must no longer sell at the 1934 price 


of $40 and $4 a ton. 


Dr. Herty said he had been in- 
formed an act of parliament could 
be arranged under which authorities 
peould prohibit export of certain prod- 
uce unless it was sold at. certain 
prices. 

“What more striking need of eco- 
nomic independence on so _ vital a 
matter as newsprint than is this 
threat to withhold two-thirds of the 
newsprint to be used by the news- 
papers of the United States,” Dr. 
Herty said. 

“What a situation to arise in a 
country which is annually growing in 
its southern states, but at present not 
using, five and a half times as much 
high-grade raw material for paper 
making in all its forms as the whole 
world annually consumes, to say noth- 
ing of the enormous cordage of pine
